E- 
mor and Sichem communed with Jacob and his Sons, hoping 
to engage their Favour by propoſing mutual Alliances of Mar- 
riage, and an Intercourſe of Trade.

Jacob 
hearing of this Maſſacre, and Breach of Faith, ſeverely ral-

The good old Patriarch, finding his Years declining, and be- 
ing ſenſible of the Approach of the Diſſolution of his earthly 
Tabernacle, ſent for his Sons to announce to them the Divine 
Pleaſure in the Reſidue of their Lives, with Relation to their 
proſperous or adverſe State upon Earth. He no ſooner comes 
to relate Simeon and Levi's Fate, but the Remembrance of 
their Wickedneſs ſtricks him with Horror and Amazement,

vers of its pure Doctrine, as, alas, too many are. 
 Fourthly, As without Government there can be no Society, 
ſo without Obedience to the ſupreme Power, there can be no 
Government. Now by the Laws of the Realm, the Sovereignty 
is-veſted in our Kings or Queens, above whom there is no ſu- 
perior Power, and conſequently they cannot be accountable: 
to any other Power but to God, by om Ring. reigu, and

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Upon theſe Conſiderations, if we would evade Gods Wrath, 
as well as the Penalties inflicted by humane Laws, we ought 
to behave our ſelves always as loyal and Chriſtian Subjects, not 
murmuring againſt their Judgments and Determinations, or

When our Nation did rebel againſt Gods Vicegerent, and 
brought him deliberately, by an unnatural and unparalleled 
Precedent to the Block: No wonder, if ſo enormous and un- 
natural a Crime, drew ſuch a Train of Evils and Calamities 
after it, as this Kingdom has felt and ſmarted for.

It is obſcrvable, both from Hiſtory and woful Experience, 
(by Experience immediately after the Regicide) that Rebellion 
has brought more ene Evils upon a People, than e- 
ver did equal the Calamities of the moſt tyrannical Reign. A 
greater Expence of Blood and Treaſure iſſue from Rebellion, 
than from Submiſſion to any Prince; whoſe Power, cannot in 
Reaſon be thought, will be extended to the Ruine of his Sub- 
jects, which will at laſt terminate in hisown Deſtruction. As the 
kappieſt Government is under a good King, ſo an evil King is 
not ſo bad, as an evil and corrupt Senate, that is always mana- 
ged by a few, who for their own private Intereſt, may betray. 
. and ſell'a Nation, which a King cannot do, becauſe there is no 


Equivalent for a Crown.
